LONDON,  Oct.  10^>Rtght  Hon.  Daetd 
titotfl  frrHirge'g  groat  land  fight  begins 
tomorrow  at  Bedford.  The  chancellor  of 
the  exchequer's  speech  will  be  the  sig- 
nal for  battle  all  along  the  line, 

The  Unionists,  as  well  as  the  Liberals, 
however,  have  a  land  programme,  for 
the  wants  of  the  farmers  and  agricul- 
tural laborers  cannot  be  ignored  by 
either  party.

VANCOUVER,  Oct.  10.— "The  Gov- 
ernment has  not  the  slightest  intention 
of  calling  a  general  election,"  declared 
Hon.  W.' J.  Bowser,  who  was  the  prin- 
cipal speaker  at  the  fourth  annual  ban- 
quet of  Ward  VI.  Conservative  Asso- 
ciation in  the  Hotel  Elyseum  this  even- 
ing. 

There  was  an  attendance  of  over  250 
at  the  function,  which  was  presided 
over  by  Mr.  A.  M.  Harper.  There  was 
much  enthusiasm  and  post  prandial 
oratory  was  of  a  high  order. 

The  toast  of  "The  Provincial  Govern- 
ment" was  proposed  by  Mr.  G.  M 
Endicott,  and  replied  to  by  the  Attor- 
ney-General. The  latter  responded 
briefly.  He-  announced  that  no  general 
elections  would  be  held  for  some  time. 
The  record  and  legislation  of  the  Gov- 
ernment had  the  support  and  the  con- 
fidence  of    the   people   of    the   Province. 

Railway  Policy 

He  referred  to  the  recent  action  of 
the  censor  of  moving  picture  shows, 
and  said  that  the  Government  was  be- 
hind the  decision  to  eliminate  too  fre- 
quent use  of  the  United  States  flag. 
The  Americans  would  not  stand  for  the 
flaunting  of  the  Canadian  or  British 
flag  on  American  soiL  "As  far  as 
Canada  is  concerned,"  Mr.  Bowser  de- 
clared, "we  want  the  British  (lag  flown 
and  displayed."   (Cheers.) 

Mr.  Bowser  spoke  on  the  Government 
railway  policy,  r&ad  said  that  It  would 
result  In  the  greater  development  of 
the  Province.  No  less  than  20.000  men 
were  working  on  the  railways  In  this 
Province. 

In  reference  to  Mr.  Brewster's  recent 
address  In  Vancouver.  Mr.  Bowser  sug- 
gest'il  thai  a  Liberal  should  be  nomln- 
ated  In  tho  Islands  constituency.  it 
would  be  a  good  chance  to  determine 
the  value  of  Liberal  criticisms. 

He  referred  to  Mr.  Ralph  Smith's 
Liberal-Democratic  party,  and  said  that 
it    was    easy    for    him    to    make,   changes.

Blast   Exploded 

Suddenly  came  th-e  muffled  roar  of 
the  discharge  of  1.600  pounds  of  dyna- 
mite, which  sent  a  shower  of  water, 
mud  and  rock  high  In  the  air,  spread- 
ing out  as  it  went  upward.  It  was 
considered  by  local  dynamite  experts  as 
a  remarkably  clean  explosion.  A  sec- 
tion of  the  dike  slxtv  feet  wide  was 
lifted  bodily  from  Its  bed  and  its  com- 
ponent parts  scattered  far  and  wide. 

As  water  began  to  pour  through  the 
rent  mad?  by  the  expl6slon,  whistles 
were  tied  down  and  the  crowd  sent  up 
a  great  cheer.

At  the  hour  that  President  Wilson 
set  offr  the  blast,  the  wate/-  in  the  cut 
was  exactly  six  feet  below  the  level 
of  Lake  Gatun,  and  the  water  flowed 
through  In  such  volume  that  the  cut 
was  filled  to  lake  level  within  an  hour 
and  a  half.

The  Dally  Telegraph  says  the  whole 
world  has  watched  with  admiration  the 
skill  and  courage  with  which  American 
■  Dgineers  overcame  countless  and 
almost    Insuperable    difficulties.'*" 

The  Morning  Post  speaks  of  the 
gratitude  that  is  due  Ferdinand  de 
Lesseps,  the  Frenchman  who  started 
the  cutting  of  the  canal  in  1881,  and 
says  that  the  completion  of  the  work  is 
a  new  monument  to  his  pioneer  energy. 

\  Effect  on  Commerce 

The  newspapers  alao  print  large  arti- 
cles explaining  the  engineering  side  of 
tlie  canal  and  the  probable  results 
which  will  accrue  to  the  world's  ship- 
ping and  commerce  '  by  reason  of  the 
opening  of  the  new  route  between  the 
Atlantic    and    the    Pacific. 

The  Dally  Mall,  in  an  editorial,  says 
It  thinks  the  canal  will  prove  a  strong 
temptation  to  the  United  States  to  cre- 
ate something  like  a  protectorate  over 
Latin-America.  "Those  who  know 
Latin-America,  best,"  The  Daily  Mall 
continues,  "are  convinced  it  has  a 
splendid  future,  while  It  has  both  the 
determination  and  the  power  to  work 
for  itself.  It  would  be  a  disaster  to 
civilization  should  the  United  States 
allow  itself  to  come  Into  conflict  with 
this  right  and  resolution  of  Latin- 
America." 


MONTREAL.  Oct.  10.— Rt.  Hon.  H.  L. 
Samuel,  British  Postmaster-General,  de- 
livered his  twenty-first  and  final  speech 
In  Canada  to  tho  members  of  tho  Can- 
adian Club  of  Montreal  this  afternoon, 
when  over  400  members  were  present  at 
a  luncheon  given  at  the  Windsor  Hotel. 

The  president,  Mr.  Doble,  In  Introduc- 
ing Mr.  Samuel,  said  the  British  Post 
Office  combined  in  Its  vast  organization 
not  only  postal  business,  but  telegraph 
and  telephone  services,  and  therefore 
had  the  advantage  of  being  able  to  make 
all  Its  complaints  to  one  head,  the  de- 
voted Mr.  Samuel;  while  the  Canadian 
grumblers  could  distribute  their  favors 
over  several  different  companies. 

Mr.  Samuel,  who  was  received  with 
great  enthusiasm,  said: 

"The  department  over  which  I  have 
the  honor  to  preside  Is  one  of  the  links 
that  cement  together  the  various  parts 
of  the  Empire,  and  I  have  come  to  Can- 
ada, not  only  to  make  speeches,  but  to 
see  and  learn  Canadian  conditions,  and 
also  to  confer  With  the  Canadian  Post- 
master-General, to  devise  what  means 
are  in  our  power  In  order  to  draw  still 
closer  together  those  links  and  bonds.

Marked  With  Eastern  Bril- 
liancy, 


EXECUTIVE  FAVORS 

CONSERVATIVE  METHODS 


Declares  Intention  of  Main- 
taining Firm  and  Steady 
Policy  and  Promises  to  In- 
troduce Reforms. 


'PEKING,  Oct.  10.— t^jiit||f^ 
today  inducted  into  the^H^HL, 
dent  of  the  Chinese  Repblio,  and  the 
ceremony  of  inaugurating  him  was  sur- 
rounded with  Eastern  brilliancy.  li 
Viafi  attended  by  throngs  of  distinguish- 
ed Chinese  and  'foreign  officials  and 
military  officers,  and  took  place  In  the 
Interior  of  the  Talho  Palace,  In  which 
many  of  the  Ming  and  Chlng  Emperors 
had    been    crowned. 

The    choice    of    the   palace    for   the   in- 
auguration  was  a   further  encroachment 
on   the  sacred   precincts   of   the   Emperor  V 
within    the    forbidden   city. 

The  southern  half  of  this  extensive 
enclosure  was  opened  to  the  guests,  who 
traversed  hall  after  hall,  and  court 
after  court,  toward  the  present  resi- 
dence   of    the   little   dethroned    Emperor. 

The  ceremony  was  enacted  In  the 
west  building,  called  the  Talho  Tien,  or 
IIhII  of  Supreme  Peace,  which  alts  high 
up  on  terraces  of  marble  and  is  decor- 
ated everywhere  with  dragons  and  Im- 
perial, gold.  It  was  here  that  the  Em- 
peror formally  received  New  Year's 
greetings  from  the  Manchu  and  Suzer- 
ain princes  formerly.  The  Chinese  of- 
ficials present,  as  well  as  the  priests  of 
the  various  religions,  wore  garments  of 
colored  silk  of  many  hues,  but  the 
members  of  the  Chinese  Parliament 
wore  western  frock  coats  and  silk  hats, 
which  they  have  adopted  as  their  of- 
ficial costume.  Any  of  the  natives  of 
Turkestan,  Thibet  and  Mongolia,  and 
also  some  of  the  Chinese  and  Manchus, 
appeared  to  feel  ill  at  ease  In  their 
aomebre  garb,  which  they  have  so  re- 
cently chosen  Instead  of  their  flowing 
robes. 

Beads    Declaration 

The  chiefs  of  the  foreign  legations 
were  carried  to  the  ceremony,  like  the 
President,  in  chairs  on  men's  shoulders 
and  during  the  inauguration  the  bril- 
liant uniforms  of  the  military  officers 
attached  to  the  legations  contrasted 
Btrlnkingly  with  the  black  of  the 
Chinese   deputies. 

Yuan  Shi  Kal  wore  a  blue  military 
uniform.  He  read  his  declarations, 
wh'icb  were  tantamount  to  taking  the 
oath  of  office  In  the  dragon  days  of  the 
BmperpT,  After  the  delivery  of  the  In- 
augural address,  the  President,  sur- 
rounded by  the  members  of  the  foreign 
legations,  reviewed  10,000  troops 
equipped  In  modern  uniforms,  fvom  the 
front  of  a  pagc-da  of  the  forbidden  city, 
and  It  was  remarked  by  all  present  how 
well  the  soldiers  went  through  their 
exercises. 

President  Yuan  fihl  Kal,  In  his  In- 
augural address,  avowed  his  Intention  of 
maintaining  a  Arm  and  steady  policy. 
lie  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  first 
principle  of  j  government  was  a  clear 
definition  and  promulgation  of  Its  legal 
systems  and  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  order.  After  this,  he 
said,  In  compliance  with  *o  require- 
ments of  time  and  circumstances,  ef- 
forts should  be  made  to  unite  the  people 
In  their  march  along  the  path  of  pro- 
gress. 

Opposes  Badioal  Methods 

The  President  admitted  his  preference 
for  conservative,  rather  than  extreme 
radical  methods,  first,  because  he  did 
not  desire  to  risk  the  welfare  of  the 
people,  and  secondly,  because  he  thought 
the  ancient  teachings  and  traditions  of 
China  should  not  be  wholly  swept  away. 
He  referred  to  the  restrictions  which 
had  not  allowed  a  free  hand  for  the 
advance  of  the  Interests  of  the  nation, 
and  asserted  his  Intention  of  intro- 
ducing reforms  one  by  one  in  the  present 
conditions  of  China. 

Yuan  Shi  Kal  then  emphasised  the 
necessity  of  camital  and  education,  and 
particularly  Srohnlcal  education,  the 
former  In  order  to  promote  China's  In- 
dustrial resources,  and  the  latter  for 
the  development  of  the  natural  assets 
of  the  nation.  He  likened  China  to  a 
mnn  who  possesses  burled  treasure,  end 
complained  of  poverty.

Sir  William  Bennett  Declares 
It  Is  Limited  to  Those  Areas 
Where  Coal  Is  the  Staple 
Fuel.        €3I^H 


LONDON',  Oct.  10. — The  conclusions 
rcsched  by  Mr.  Charles  Green,  of  Edin- 
burgh, that  there  is  a  distinct  relation- 
ship between  the  occurrence  of  cancer 
and  the  kind  of  fuel  used  for  domestic 
purposes,  was  accepted  as  decisive  by 
Sir  Win.  Bennett,  the  eminent  surgeon, 
in  his  presidential  address  yesterday,  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Coal  Smoke  Abate- 
ment Society. 

Sir  William's  Investigation  had  shown 
that  the  incident  of  cancer  was  limited 
t'i  those  areas  where  coal  was  the 
staple  fuel,  while  it  was  almost  non- 
existent where  ordinary  peat  alone  was 
ueed.  The  only  exception  yet  discovered 
to  this  rule,  he  declared,  was  in  dis- 
tricts where  the  peat  was  a  hard  black 
substance,  which  crackled  like  coal  .mrl 
was  quite  unlike  the  smouldering  ordin- 
ary peat. 

Sir  William,  in  conclusion,  spoke 
strongly  in  favor  of  gas  as  a  substitute 
for  coal.

sons as  impossible  and  recognized  by  all 
as  of  supreme  difficulty,  has  been 
brought  so  near  completion  far  within 
the  time  originally  fixed  and  at  a  cost 
very  much  under  what  was  estimated. 
Tl.is  much  Is  humanly  certain  now,  al- 
though it  would  La  premature  to  speak 
of  dates  and  of  actual  expenditures; 

The  people  of  the  civilized  world  join 
with  the  people  of  the  United  States  in 
rejoicing  at  the  wonderful  achievement, 
of  which  the  event  of  yesterday  may.be 
regarded  as  a  climax.  •  It  Is  truly  a 
triumph  of  civilization,  and  must  be  ac- 
corded a  place  among  the  greatest  of 
all  works  ever  accomplished  ■  by  man. 
It  was  more  f  than  an  engineering  tri- 
umph, more  than  the  inertia  of  the  solid 
earth  had  to  be  overcome,  more  than 
the  obstacles  presented  by  difficult 
rivers.  The  active  antagonism  of 
disease    bad    to    be    vanquished.  This 

was  the  ?irst  victory  to  be  won,  and  in 
this  struggle  the  conquering  hero  was 
Colonel  -Gorgas.  When  the  American 
Commissioners  began  their  work,  death 
stalked  abroad  on  the  Isthmus.  .  Men 
died  like  flies  In  the  frost.  Yellow 
fever  was  king.  During  the  time  when 
the  French  were  engaged  on  the  work 
the  Isthmus  was  a  veritable  ante-cham- 
ber to  the  grave.  People  of  various 
nationalities  were  sent  to  the  field,  but 
none  were  immune.  When  the  French 
abandoned  the  work  and^it  was  taken  in 
hand  by  the  United  State,s  the  awful 
toll  of  life  continued  to  be  paid.  The 
Commission  was  quick  to  recognize  that 
its  first  duty  '.ay  In  establishing  sani- 
tary conditions.  This  essential  factor  in 
the  enterprise  was  entrusted  to  Colonel 
Gorgas,  and  he  accomplished  it  so  suc- 
cessfully that  today  the  death  rate  Is 
lower  tn  the  Ca>nal  Zone  than  in  the  Ottj 
of  New  York.  This  Is  a  matter  of  sur- 
passing importance,  for,  In  the  first 
place,  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  would  never  have  gone  on  wilh 
the  work  if  the  .sacrifices  of  life  had  lu 
continue.,  and,  in  the  second  place,  cum- 
tnerc"  would  have  shunned  the  canal,  if 
it  had  been  completed  under  such  condi- 
tions, as  too  unsafe.  Therefore,  we 
think  that  in  giving  especial  prominence 
to  this  aspect  of  the  undertaking  we 
are  only  recognizing  what  was  absolute- 
ly fssential  to  its  success  and  useful- 
ness.

there  arc  100,000  people,  or  something 
like  one-third  of  the  population  of  the 
city,  on  the  \rrge  of  starvation.  The 
actual  number  of  men  out  of  work 
probably  does  not  execod  10,000,  Includ- 
ing liamwny  men,  coal  heavers,  carters, 
dock  laborers,  drapers'  vanmen,  and  un- 
skilled workmen  In  a  number  of  small 
industries.  The  worst  destitution  is 
among  the  wives  and  families  of  these 
men.  In-  Dublin,  perhaps  more,  so  than 
in  any  other  city  ^ln  the  world,  the 
poorest  classes  rely,  during' the  Wintej^

The  genesis  of  the  trouble  Is  traced 
to  the  tramway  men.  They  demanded 
more  money  and  shorter  hours.  They 
got  an  increase  and  their  hours  were 
adjusted,  but  while  •some  were  willing 
to  accept  the  concessions  made  by  the 
company,  others  were  not.  and  400  out 
of.  1,300  left  their  cars  on  the  streets. 
The  trouble  spread  like  wildfire  when 
an  agitator  of  the  type  of  Larkln  step- 
ped in 'for  the  purpose  of  widening  the 
breach.  Mr.  William  Murphy,  who  Is 
the  chairman  of  the  tramway  company, 
also  owns  newspapers.  The  principal 
wholesale  newsagent  in  the  city  was 
ordered  by  Larkln  not  to  handle  or  sell 
these  newspapers,  and  because  he  de- 
clined to  comply  his  dispatch  hands 
were  called  out.  Larkin  then  set  to 
work  to  prevent  men  at  the  steamers, 
from  handling  any  parcels  of  English 
magazines.  The  steamship  managers 
were  threatened  that  if  they  accepted 
such  goods  for  transit  their  men  would 
be  called  out*  This  led  to  sympathetic 
strikes  in  England  among  the  railway- 
men  at  Liverpool,  Birmingham,  Shef- 
field and  elsewhere.  The  next  phase - 
whs  the  refusal  of- coal  cartens  to  de- 
liver coal  to  farmers  ana  o.thers  In 
Ccunty  Dublin,  whose  men  had  gone-  on 
strike,  and  this  led  to  th*  coal  mer- 
chants locking  out  most  of  their  em- 
ployees, And  so  the  trouble  grew  until 
It  has  reached  its  present  proportions. 
On  the  side  of  the  employers  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Murphy,  a  millionaire,  and  a  man 
of  an  unusually  strong  type  of  char- 
acter, is  the  leading  spirit.  He  is 
apparently  adamant  in  his  refusal  to 
give  any  further  concessions  and  de- 
tet  mined  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
Syndicalist  movement   in  Dublin. 

Some  of  the "  dispatches  that  reach 
this  continent  contain  lurid  descriptions 
of  conditions,  sflme  even  going  so  far 
as  to  say  that  Dublin  Is  ruined.  Jn 
»i.y  one  who  knows  the  temperament  of 
the  Irish  people,  such  statements  will 
i  ki  its  no  belief.  There  is  widespread 
destitution,  no  doubt,  hut  we  lenrn  that 
it  Is  not.  apparent  to  the  visitor  to  that 
City,  Shope keepers  there  have  never 
had  a  better  Summer  than  the  one  Just 
closed,  Even  the.  tramway  receipts 
only  show  a  small  Tallin^  off.  for  this 
transportation  system  Is  still  being  op- 
erated, despite  the.  attitude  of  the 
striker*.  The  labor  troubles*  have  by 
no  means  paralyzed  the  Industries  of 
the  city,  as  the  dispatches  would  have 
tin  believe.  Now  that  the  riots  have 
..ast'd,  the  great  problem  la  to  supply' 
food  and  the  other  necesscrr  commodi- 
ties of  life  to  the  suffering  poor,  whose, 
ranks  have  been  so  largely  added  to 
bj     the    labor    war    in    progress.

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  time 
of  the  controversy  over  the  Naval  Con- 
tribution Bill  In  this  country  Mr.  Win- 
ston Churchill  in  the  British  House  of 
Commons  stated  that  it  was  the  Ad- 
miralty's Intention  to  base  a  flying 
squadron  of  battle-cruisers  at  Gibroluir 
that  would  be  ready  to  take  Its  place 
In  any  theatre  where  It  might  be  re- 
quired. It  was  proposed  that  this 
squadron  should  be  composed  of  the 
-New  Zealand,  the  Malaya  and  the  three 
inen-of-war  that  Canada  was  to  pro- 
vide for  imperial  defence.  Whether 
this  intention  of  the  Admiralu 
been  in  any  way  altered  owing  .to  the 
action  of  the  Canadian  Senate  is  not 
known,  though  it  is  probable  that  such 
a  flying  squadron  will  be  constituted  in 
the  immediate  future.  Gibraltar  is  re- 
garded as  the  best  strategical  base  in 
the  Empire,  for  the  stationing  of  such 
an  Imperial  squadron,  which,  according 
to  the  announcement  made  by  the  First 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  Is  to  make  peri- 
odical visits  to  different  points  of  the 
Empire  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
flag  and  affording  protection  to  inter- 
Imperial   trade   routes.

After  all  there  Is  nothing  very  new 
about  rag-time.  We  are  told  that  it  ^s 
of  negroid  origin,  that  Burns  and  other 
poets  wrote  words  for  Scottish  dance 
tunes  set  to  rag-time  music,  and  that 
it  was  in  great  favor  with  many  of  the 
Italian  composers  of  the  eighteenth 
century.  But  we  are  assured  that  it  has 
greatly  deteriorated  since  those  days, 
and  that  now  it  monopolizes  the  music 
to  the  exclusion  of  melody  and  har- 
mony. The  old  masters  of  rag-time  did 
not  allow  It  to  inar  the  leii  motif  or 
promote  discordance  in  the  ritornello. 
To  them  it  was  not  merely  r.  rythmical 
device  but  a  species  of  syncopation  of 
value.  It  Is  found  In  the  popular  music 
of  Hungary  where  It  is  called  "alia 
zoppn."  (limping),  and  there  seems  little 
doubt  that  It  Is  an  aboriginal  relic  of 
the  American  negroes  they  brought 
with  them  to  their  new  country.  That 
at  least  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Krehblel  a 
New  York  musical  critic.  Rag-time  is 
at  present  being  severely  denounced  by 

a  series  of  distinguished  correspondents 
In  the  London  Times  who  seei",  unani- 
mous in  their  opinion  that  It  leads  to 
the  degradation  of  music.  They  point 
out  that  "the  emphasis  is  shifted  from 
the  strong  to  the  weak  part  of  a  time 
unit  by  making  the  first  note  of  two 
Into  which  the  beat  is  divided  ta,u>  only 
a  fraction  of  the  time  Of  the  second. " 
While  they  acknowledge  that  ni),'  time 
Is  alluring  and  Joyous  they  express 
thankfulness  that  Its  popularity'  Is  on 
Hie  wane,  Tli.te  Is  one  variety  theatre 
in  London  now  a',  which  there  Is  not 
"tie  rag-time   turn.

•'The  Grand  Jury  Is  glad  to  notice 
that  the  Honorable  the  Minister  of  Jus- 
tice, during  his  visit  to  the  Province, 
expressed  the  opinion  that  our  object 
In  dealing  with  criminals  should  be 
reformative  rather  than  punitive,  and,

Mr,  Mlchelsen  mil*  hf  has  only  ex- 
perimented with  two  kinds  of  leaf,  the 

Connecticut  and  Havanna,  but  that 
possibly  next  year,  in  addition  to  large- 
ly Increasing  the  growth  of  these  two 
kinds,  he  might  carry  on  some  small 
»xperlments  with  Borneo  and  Sumatra 
leaf.  He  says  that  after  the  crop  is 
harvested  it  takes  several  weeks  for 
the  leaves  to  dry  out,  and  that  after 
this  process  is  completed  the  product 
Is  cured  by  sweating.  The  tobaccp, 
after  being  cured  is  worth  from  fifty 
cents    to    a   dollar    a    pound.  . 

According  to  Mr.  Mlchelsen.  the  best 
results  have  been  obtained  by  first 
planting  a  crop  of  potatoes  and  then 
following  with  the  tobacco.  He  Is  en- 
thusiastic over  the  quality  of  the 
potatoes  grown  in  this  section,  saying 
that  they  grow  to  an  immense  size,  are 
entirely  free  from  scab,  and  for  flavor 
and  general  appearance  eclipse  any  pro- 
duced on  this  oontlnent,  not  even  ex- 
cepting the  celebrated  .r.shcroft  product. 

The  new  railway  which  Is  being  sur- 
veyed by  the  C.  X.  R.  will,  he  says, 
pass  within  about  six  miles  of  his 
ranch,  and  will  be  of,  immense  benefit 
In  opening  up  the  territory  which  at 
present  Is  little  known  even  in  Vic- 
toria, but  which  he  says  contains  some 
of   the  richest  soil   in   British   Columbia. 

"The   salmon   catch    has   been   a   good 

one  this  veAr,  although,  T  h«ll«*vp.  the 
fish  have  been  somewhat  below  '.^4Bjft 
everage  In  size,"  said  Mr.  Mlchelsen, 
"and  at  present  there  are  millions  of 
dog  salmon  coming  In  from  the  Pacific. 
One  of  the  canneries  has  Just  re- 
ceived an  .order  for  400,000  of  these 
fish,  which  are  to  be  frozen  and  ex- 
ported to  the  United   States. 

"There  are  about  150  people  now  in 
Banfield,  and  it  will  be  several  years 
before  we  know  which  crops  are  best 
suited  to  our  soil.  At  present  every- 
thing that  goes  into  the  ground  seems 
to  thrive,  and.  as  a  concrete  proof  of 
the  richness  of  our  soil,  no  less  than 
three  crops  of  timothy  have  this  season 
been  taken  off  one  ranch  without  any 
artificial  enrichment  of   the  ground."

He  suggested  that  a 
copy  of  the  regulations  should  be  sent 
for  so  that  the  board  might  have  an 
opportunity  of  discussing  them  and 
suggesting  amendments  before  they  be- 
come law.

Her  pursuits  Were  those  of  the  young 
lady  of  leisure  of  any  western  country, 
and  these  she  felt  to  be  inadequate  to 
the  needs  of  her  nature. 

It  was  then  that  Miss  Ruelle  learned 
that  the  position  of  Inspector  of  Labor 
in  all  places  where  Women  are  em- 
ployed was  vacant  in  three  out  of  sev- 
enteen labor  districts  Into  which  France 
is  divided.  The  positions  were  to  be* 
filled  by  the  women  who  were  most 
successful  at  a  very  difficult  competl-. 
tive  examination.  'Yet  this  very  im- 
perfectly educated  young  lady  resolved 
to  fit  herself  fpr  a  position  requiring  a 
wide  general  information  and  no  little 
technical  knowledge.  The  interval  that 
elapsed  between  her  resolve  and  the 
examination  was  that  between  New 
Yiar's  Day  and   May   10th. 

The  student  had  access  to  the  library 
of  the  ministry  and  could  avail  herself 
of  the  instructions  of  two  professors. 
In  those  few  months  Miss  De  Ruelle 
put  the  labor  of  years  of  ordinary 
study.  How  she  worked  one  must  read 
her.  own  narrative  to  understand,  and 
that  is  too  long  for  reproduction  here. 

When  the  final  day  came  she  found 
herself  one  of  three  hundred  women, 
most  of  whom  had  had  far  greater, edu- 
cational advantages  than  she.  But  she 
succeeded,  and  soon  found  herself 
studying  life  1ft  the  factories  and  work- 
shops. 

She  had  not  mistaken  her  vocation. 
She  loved  and  understood  working  girls, 
and  it  would  be  well,  indeed,  if  all 
inspectors  had  her  sympathy.  She 
says;  *i  learned  life  from  these  work- 
ing people;  I  really  did  not  know  any- 
thing about  it  as  a  society  woman,  or 
as  a  lawyer."  (For  after  her ','  appoint- 
ment as  inspector  she  studied  law  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar).  "The  little 
I  have  learned,  I  learned  from  them. 
They  have  taught  me  to  be  broad- 
minded,  to  be  human—and  that  means 
everything." 

And  yet  this  eminent  French  woman 
does  not  encourage  others  to  follow 
in  her  footsteps.  She  believes  ;i 
woman's  highest  happiness  is  to  bo 
found  in  the  love  of  husband  and 
children.

There  is  an  opportunity  for  the  chil- 
dren of  Victoria  to  do  their  city  a  good 
turn  as  well  as  to  help  their  fellow- 
pupils  in  an  Eastern  city. 

A  little  girl  from  Duluth.  Minnes<fl|»r? 
wrote  tO'Mri  McGaffey.  of  the  Develop- 
ment League,  telling  him  that  her  class 
was  studying  Victoria,  and  that  she 
would  like  information  about  it. 

The  secretary  will,  of  course,  send  the 
information  compiled  by  the  League,  but 
he   believes    that  what  pupils    can 
about  their  own  city  would  have  greater 
interest  for  the  Duluth  children. 

If  the  beat  of  the  descriptions  of  Vic- 
toria are  selected  by  the  teachers  and 
sent  .to  the  Vancouver  Island  Develop- 
ment League,  or  if  each  pupil  encloses 
his  or  her  own  work  in  an  envelope 
Addressed  to  Mr.  Ernest  McGaffey  it 
will  be  forwarded  to  Duluth,  and  the 
little  inquirer  will  have  a  graphic  pic- 
ture of  the  city  and  Its  advantages  as  a 
place  of  residence. 

What  do  the  pupils  of  Victoria  know 
about  Duluth?  Might  they  not  receive 
from  the  school  children  there  some  in- 
formation that  would  be  of  value  to 
them?  This  interchange  of  letters  is  a 
sort  of  reciprocity  with  which  no  one 
can  find  fault.  It  would  be  Interesting

Tuberculous  Children 
In  that  very  useful  publication.  The 
Canadian  Nurse,  there  Is  reproduced  an 
excellent  article  from  The  British  Jour- 
nal of  Ni.rsintr  on  "Tuberculosis  in  Chil- 
dren," by  Dr.  A.  Knyvctt  Gordon.  While 
written  for  nurses,  it  is  not  technical, 
and  the  Information  contained  in  It  Is 
valuable  to  all  who  have  the  cam  or 
oversight  of  children. 

In  the  first  place,  the  writer  tell*,  us 
i  h,-,i  the  tubercle  bacillus  is  very  tena- 
cious 0*  life,  it  may  lie  In  a  dried -up 
state  for  a  long  time,  hut  as  soon  as  It 
is  brought  Into  contact  with  moisture 
and  fond  it  grows  and  multiplies 
rapidly. 
it  is  not  ess)   to  destroy  this  badllua, 

and  many  of  the  preparations  advertised 
as  disinfectant*  are  useless.  They 
merely  add  to  the  distress  caused  hy 
the  disease  a  disagreeable  smell.  It 
would  be  of  Interest  to  know  what 
preparation,  if  »oy,  would  serve  the  pur- 
pose of  n  disinfectant.  This  is  not 
given  hy  this  authority.  We  do  know, 
however,    thai     if    the    sputum    Is    burned 

and  soiled  clothing  thoroughly  botlad,  if 
rooms    are    flooded    wltli     fresh    air    and 

sunlight,  the  danger  of  Infection  ia  lea* 
suned.  ir  not  prevented. 

A    third    of    the    deaths    from    tubercu- 
losis   are    atlrlhuted     to    infected    milk    hy 

this  authority,  and  the  rest  to  Infected 
dust.  The  prr-ai  necessity  of  rigid  dairy 
Inspection  and  of  scrupulous  cleanliness 
follows. 

In.  Gordon  tellw  us  that  when  chil- 
dren are  thoroughly  healthy  the  tube-do 
germs  Which  are  inhaled  are  destroyed 
hy  the  white  corpuscles  manufactured 
in  the  lymphatic  glands  all  over  the 
body.  If  these  glands  are  not  healthy 
the  germs  arc  allowed  to  enter  the  blood 
stream.  Tn  children  the  joints  and  the 
glands  themselves  are  often  attacked, 
and  sometlmcH  the  disease  spreads  over 
the  body.  The  weakening  of  the  glands, 
due  to  diarrhoea,  measles,  whooping 
cough,  scarlet  fever  or  other  diseases 
makes  the  entry  of  this  bacillus  easy. 
The  doctor  gives  nurses  a  number  of 
methods  of  tenting  the  presence  of 
tuberculoid*  which  it  would  not  be  ad- 
visable flat  anyone  but  a  physician  to 
apply.  "'

Books   for   the   Blind 
Are  there  any  blind  readers  in  or  near 
Victoria?     If   there   are,    they   have   not 
made   themselves  known  at   the  Public 
Library. 

Miss  Stewart  has  received  a  number 
of  copies  of  books  for  the  blind  from  a 
publishing  house  in  Toronto,  the  Do- 
minion Tactile  Press,  but,  so  far,  there 
has  been  no  demand  or  inquiry  for  such 
publications.  If  this  Indicates  that 
there  are  no  blind  in  Victoria,  we  are 
very  fortunate.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
it  shows  that  the  blind  who  live  here 
cannot  read,  steps  ought  to  be  taken  at 
once  to  send  them  to  some  institution 
where  they  can  be  taught  or  to  bring 
teachers   to  them. 

There  is  no  longer  any  reason  why 
blind  children  should  grow  up  In  ignor- 
nnce  and  helplessness.  They  can  be 
taught  to  be  intelligent  and  self-sup- 
porting.

MEMORABLE  COMPROMISE 
BILLIARD  CONTEST 

Match    Between    Inman    and    Hoppe    Re- 
calls  Occasion   When   Roberts   and 
Ives   Met  Twenty  Tears  Ago 

The  announcement  that  Inman,  Eng- 
l>sh  billiard  champion,  and  Hoppe, 
American  billiard  champion,  have  been 
matched  to  play  for  the  all-:ound  cham- 
pionship of  the  world  recalls  that  mem- 
orable game  between  John  Roberts  and 
Frank  Ives  in  London  some  twenty 
years  ago.  The  former  was  the  greatest 
of  all  English  bllllardlsts  at  that  time, 
and  the  latter  held  an  equally  lofty 
position  among  players  of  the  American 
game. 

They  played  on  a  table  of  the  regu- 
Irtlon  English  billiard  size,  with  pockets 
cut  square  and  balls  somewhat  larger 
than  those  called  for  under  English 
rules.  These  modifications  were  made 
at  Ives'  behest  after  he  bad  made  i 
thorough  Investigation  of  the  English 
game,  and,  as  It  turned  out,  he  .new 
what  be  was  about. 

After  accepting  the  challenge  from 
Roberts,  much  to  the  surprise  of  bll- 
llardlsts in  general,  even  those  of 
America,  who  looked  upon  the  English- 
man as  Invincible,  Ives  applied  himself 
assiduously  to  practising  rail  and  anchor 
nursing,  which  work  he  reinforced  by 
l ket   play. 

During  the  first  two  days  of  the 
match  Roberts  led,  and  there  were  large 
gatherings  and  great  enthusiasm.  On 
the  afternoon  of  the  third  day  Ives  got 
the  anchor  position  Inside  of  the  lower 
left  pocket.  The  balls  were  not 
"Jawed,"  as  has  been  erroneously  as- 
serted. The  white  object  ball  rested 
against  the  Inside  of  the  pocket.  The 
red  was  In  contact  with  the  white,  but 
was  otherwise  free.  It  was  also  close 
to  the  edge  of  the  drop.  In  that  posi- 
tion he  scored  2,539.  Me  played  through 
three  sessions  without  disturbing  the 
halls.  Saying,  "I'm  tired  of  playing  It, 
and,  betides*  I  want  to  show  that  I  ran 
get  them  back  again,"  he  deliberately 
broke   up    the   position. 

A  run  of  868  on  the  fifth  day  com- 
pleted the  overthrow  of  the  foremost 
representative   of  English    billiords.

Mr.    Sloan's    Testimony 

The  particulars  of  events  leading  up 
to  his  Joining  the  Bankers'  Trust  Com- 
pany were  given  by  Mr.  Sloan,  who  said 
that  he  was  first  approached  when  ih 
the  real  estate  business  in  Prince  Ru- 
pert.

and  a  10  per  cent -bonus.  At  least,  that 
was  his  impression.  He  was  not  abso- 
lutely sure  of  it.  In  making  his  inves- 
tigations personally,  Mr.  Cook  had  asked 
those  employed  In  the  Negotiators,  Ltd., 
offices  to  give  him  every  opportunity  to 
obtain  all  Information  he  wished.  He 
had  been  handed  a  number  of  letters 
from  different  shareholders  expressing 
their  confidence  in  the  company  and  its 
management.  These  were  produced, 
some  of  them  read,  and  all  put  In  as  ex- 
hibits. They  were  from  Mr.  A.  G.  Sar- 
glson.

of  some  of  its  actual  and  prospective 
shareholders.  It  had  been  said  that  pr. 
t.ouenholm  was  likely  to  take  a  laree 
block  Of  stock.  To  counsel  for  the  de- 
fence Mr  Sloan  said  that  Liquidator 
J.  E.  Allen  told  htm  the  Bankers'  Trust 
i-ompany.  Ltd,  had  about  $18,000  on 
hand  In  February,  1013.

Powerful  Plants  May  Shortly 
Be  Established  at  Cape  St, 
James  and  Langara  Island, 
Queen  Charlotte  Islands, 


OFFICIALS  NOW  ON 

TOUR  OF  INSPECTION 


Something  Tangible  Expected 
to  Result  Following  Their 
Return — Ikeda  Bay  Station 
May  Be  Shifted,

There  are  now  ten  wlrelesfcf.stitte^.

on  the  West  Coast  of  Vancouver  Island. 
Apparently  the  only  part  of  the  whole 
Coast  that  is  seriously  in  need  of  wire- 
less protection  is  on  the  west  coast  of 
the  rugged  Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  and 
it  is  this  part  of  the  coastline  that  will 
soon  receive  the  attention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. The  stations  at  Ikeda  Bay 
.and  Dead  Tree  Point  are  the  only  ones 
in  operation  In  the  Queen  Charlottes, 
and  both  of  these  stations  are  situated 
on  the 'eastern  coast  of  the  Islands. 
Need  Long  Apparent 

The  need  of  wireless  plants  to  pro- 
tect shipping  plying  the  western  coast 
of  these  northern  islands,  has  lcng  been 
apparent  to  the  Government,  and  with 
the  return  of  the  wireless  superintend- 
ent it  is  more  than  probable  that  some 
announcement  will  be  made  dealing  with 
the  establishment,  in  the  immediate  fu- 
ture, of  powerfully  equipped  stations 
a.  the  extreme  south-westerly  and 
ncrth-westerly  points  of  the  Queen 
Charlottes.  Undoubtedly  the  most  suit- 
able locations  for  such  stations  are  at 
Cape  St.  James,  ami  Langs ra-Island,  as 
lighthouses  of  the  first  order  have  been 
constructed  at  these  exposed  points,  and 
the.  policy  of  the  Government  in  the 
Daat  r>a?  been  to  erect  wire! ess  plants 
.,.,  lisfrthnusf;  sitei  .Tiift  what  decision 
Will,  he  arrived  at  is  not.  yet  indicated, 
bdt  the  return  of  the  head  wireless  of- 
ficials will  be  awaited  with  interest  by 
navigators. 

West   Coa«t   Well  Protected 

Of  the  wireless  stations  now  in  opera- 
tion there  are  three  on  the  West  coast 
of  Vancouver  Island?,  namely,  Triangle, 
Estevan  and  Pachena,  with  Tatoosh  on 
the  American  side.  On  the  Inside  Pas- 
sage will  he  found  Cape  Lazo  and  Alert 
Bay.  while  In  the  Hecate  Strait,  there 
is  Ikeda  Bay  and  Dead  Tree  Point,  on 
the,  east  coast  of  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands,  and  Digby  Island,  near  Prince 
Rupert. 

As  the  Dead  Tree  Point  station  Is 
most  centrally  located  on  the  east  coast 
of. the  Queen  Charlottes,  it  Is  rumored 
that  the  plant  at  Ikeda  Bay  may  be 
shifted  to  Cape  St.  James,  in  which  case 
the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  with  an- 
other station  at  I,angara.  would  be  well 
equipped  with  wireless  stations.

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Cabin  Plans  Here .  Show  the 
Splendid  Accommodations 
on  Alsatian  and  Calgarian 
— -Enter  Service  This  Year, 


Breaking  into  the  regular  mail  serv- 
ice of  the  Allan  Line,  the  new  18, 000- 
ton  turbine  steamship  Alsatian  will,  in 
all  probality  take  the  Christmas  sail- 
ing   from     Liverpool. 

A'  cording  to  cable  advices  received 
at  the  local  steamship  offices  the  Alsa- 
tian will  leave  Halifax  on  the  return 
transatlantic  trip  on  January  3.

Accommodation  is  provided  for  200 
first  class,  500  second  class  and  1,000 
third  class  passengers.  The  plans  show 
that  it  has  been  the  endeavor  of  the 
Alian  Company  to  supply  the  best  pos- 
sible  in    each   case."* 

The  first  class  berths  have  been  de- 
signed in  suites,  special  cabins,  one- 
berth  and  two-berth  staterooms.  There 
are  four  sets  of  en-sulte  cabins,  con- 
sisting of  two  bedrooms,  sitting  room, 
bath  and  dressing  rooms.  The  public 
rooms  comprise  dining  saloon  on  the 
shelter  deck,  library,  lounge,  card  room 
and  lower  smoking  room  on  upper 
promenade  deck,  veranda  cafe,  uppf-r 
smoking  room  and  gymnasium  on  the 
boat  deck. 

The  dining  saloon  is  oak  paneled  in 
the  Jacobean  style,  the  central  portion 
being  open,  having  a  spacious  gallery 
all  around  with  a  balcony  at  one  end 
for  musicians.

The  famous  veranda  cafe  will  un- 
douhtPdly  prove  one  of  the  most  popu- 
lar resorts  of  the  ship.  Direct  com- 
munication Is  made  with  the  upper 
smoking  room,  which  is  placed  im- 
mediately abaft  the  cafe.  A  handsome 
double  staircase  .  loads  directly  from  the 
veranda  >-af>  to  the  accommodation  on 
the    upper    anil    lower    promenade    decks.

City  Council  Flies  Off  at  Tan- 
gent and  Resolves  Itself  Into 
Court  of  Inquiry  on  Alders 
manic  Charges, 


In  a  session  which  was  called  osten- 
sibly to  dral  with  the  very  Important 
matters  affecting  the  Sooke  Lake  con- 
tracts for  concrete  pipe  and  ste<!  pipe, 
contracts  which  must  be  let  in  order 
that  the  work  may  be  proceeded  with  at 
once,  the  City  Council  ^last  night  re- 
solved Itself  into  an  investigation  com- 
mittee, in  which  previous  records  for  in- 
decorum and  unbusinesslike  methods 
were  hopelessly  outclassed..  The  debate 
turned  Into  an  attempt  to  inquire  into 
the  truth  of  charges  made  at  last  Mon- 
day's meeting,  by  Alderman  Humber 
that  t».'Sfimf»4i|i  attempting  to  make  tn* 
Council  adopt  the  otter  of  0»».  of  the 
concerns  tendering  on  the  concrete  pipe, 
and  by  Alderman  Cuthbert.  that  there 
Is  money  going  around  for  contracts. 
Alderman  Humber  had  connected  Aider* 
man  Gleason's  name  with  bis  charge, 
and  the  latter  last  night  demanded  a 
retraction  or' investigation. 

As  is  usual  in  Council  investigations, 
all  rules  of  procedure  were  relegated  to 
the  background,  charges  and  counter* 
charges  were  made,  and  most  of  the 
time   the  proceedings  were  farcical    in 


IBB  extreme. — rrequeut  appeals  tp  the 
City  Solicitor  elicited  legal  advice  on 
points  of  procedure,  but  the  advice  was 
Ignored. 

jn  the  midst  of  the  wrangle,  which 
some  of  the  spectators  were  not  slow  in 
terming  disgraceful,  the  Mayor  had 
subpoenas  prepared,  which  he  signed 
and  sealed,  and  these  were  immediately 
served  upon  the  two  Aldermen,  who 
were  called  upon  to  testify. 

The  suggestion  that  a  less  hurried  in- 
vestigation' be  held  was  combatted  by 
the  Mayor,  who  wanted  Instant  Inquiry, 
and,  almost  before  the  Board  knew 
where   It   was.    the    Inquiry   was    on. 

For  three  hours  it  continued,  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  other  business,  but  the 
net  result  was  that  the  Council  moved 
a  resolution  expressing  its  confidence  in 
Alderman  Gleason,  and  then  the  commit- 
tee arose,  doubtless  to  take  up  the  mat- 
ter again,  but,  .If  so.  no  date  was  set 
Statements    -■    to    Ring 

Alderman  Humber,  .  after  numerous 
objections  and  re-crlminatlons  between 
himself  and  the  Mayor,  testified  that 
recently  he  had  had  a  conversation  wit!: 
the  Mayor,  in  which  the  latter  had  said 
in   regard   to   the   Sooke  contract: 

"Victoria  has  got  It  In  the  neck  again. 
Tt  is  the  same  old -clique  and  the  same 
old  ring.  We  #have  appointed  a  lawyer 
(meaning  Mr.'  Ritchie,  of  Vancouver), 
who  Is  a  partner  of  Bowser."  Alderman 
Humber  alBO  stated  that  the  Mayor  had 
asserted  that  It  was  hard  work  to 
break  up  these  rings,  that  the  engineer 
had  been  appointed  by  the  Conserva- 
tives, and  that  (the  Conservative  party) 
was  a  hard  ring  to  break.  The  Mayor 
had  stated  that  the  matter  oiftlg[j^p^ 
crete  pipe  line  was  a  "put  uP  Job,"  re- 
ferring to  that  part  which  concerns  in- 
creasing the  pipe  diameter  from  forty  to- 
forty-two  inches,  and  he  had  advised  the 
witness  to  "close  your  face,  Hurnber, 
and  get  out  and  support  the  Sooke  by- 
law,   and    It   will    be   all    right." 

"From  your  remarks,"  testified  Alder- 
man Humber,  addressing  the  Mayor.  "I 
came  to  the  conclusion  there  ttJM'.yK 
ring,   and    that  you   were  part  of  it."' 

Asked  to  give  the  name  of  the  in- 
dividual, who,  he  had  alleged  last  Mon- 
day night.  ha<l  offered  him  a  bribe,  Al- 
derman Humber  refused  to  do  so.  but 
he  stated  that  on  Monday  afternoon,  at 
the  corner  of  Douglas  and  Pandora 
Avenue,  he  had  been  apprrached  by  a 
1-eshient  of  Victoria,  who  stated  he  had 
five  of  the  aldermen  "lined  up,"  and 
wanted  a  sixth.  He  stated  that  he 
could  get  Alderman  Humber  "a  piece  of 
money,"  and  when  the  alderman  had 
retorted  that  he  did  not  want  It,  the 
other  had  said:  "I'll  make  It  all  right 
with  you  If  you  won't  say  a  word 
against  the  bid  of  the  Pacific  Lock  Joint 
Pipe  Company."  On  -Monday  night,  the 
alderman  continued,  he  had  come  to 
the  Council  meeting,  and  within  a 
minute  of  the  opening  of  the  discussion. 
Alderman  Gleason  had  risen  and  urged 
the  granting  of  the  contract  to  the 
Pacific:  Lock  Joint  Pipe  Company.  The 
same  alderman  had  a  motion  before  the 
board  to  reject  the  sfel  pipe  bids.  Al- 
derman Gleason  that  night  argued 
against  the  Graff  Construction  Com- 
pany's bid  for  concrete  pipe,  because 
that  concern  did  not  have  experience  in 
that  claBS  of  work,  ami  yet  he  was 
willing  to  fa -or  ".ettlng  the  steel  pipe 
contract  to  a  local  firm  of  no  experience, 
when  the  firm  recommended  by  the  en- 
gineers, the  Maedonnld,  Godson  Com- 
pany, was  an  old,  experienced  Concern. 
These  considerations  had  ied  him  to  be- 
lieve a  ring  existed.  Alderman  Humber 
declared  |,e  could  have  had  a  "bank 
roll"  of  *:no,000  If  be  had  wished  to 
be  dishonest  since  he  entered  the 
Council. 

"Money  Going  Around" 
More  cross-firing  took  place,  and  an- 
other half  an  hour  was  wasted  before 
Alderman  Cuthbert  took  the  .stand  to 
give  his  evidence  relative  to  th*  reasons 
why  he  believed  there  was  "money  go- 
ing around"  for  the  contracts.  He 
stated  that  what  he  had  said  was  thnt 
the  manner  in  which  the  Council  was 
dealing  with  the  p|pe  contracts  was 
nooked,  that  he  had  reason  to  believe 
undue  influence  was  helng  brought  to 
bear  and  that  there  was  money  going 
around    for  a  contract. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  stated  that  some 
days  ago  he  was  Informed  a  certain 
Alderman  had  been  asked  to  the 
Mayor's  office  to  consider  the  letting  of 
th<  contract  for  pipe  of  a  diameter  two 
Inches  larger  than  the  pipe  size  set 
■  crth  In  the  specification*.  "I  said  to 
th©  person  who  told  me,  'That's  crook- 
ed!' The  Alderman  was  Alderman 
Humber,  who  Informed  me  he  had  been 
called  In  by  the  Mayor.  Alderman 
Humber  had  said:  'This  doesn't  look 
good  to  me.  Cuthbert,  I  think  there  Is 
some  kind'  of  a  game  going  on.  but  I 
can't  get  on  to  It.  Why  a  contractor 
should  give  a  pipe  two  Inches  grester. 
hr    diameter    for    a    length    of     twent j  - 


seven  miles.  Is  beyond  me.'  I  pointed 
out  the  original  specifications  could  not 
be   change*!" 

Alderman  Cuthbert  went  back  to  last 
year,  when  the  Council  had  determined 
to  throw  the  Westholme  Lumber  Com- 
pany off  the  work.  After  the  Council 
meeting  at  which  this  was  determined, 
former  City  Solicitor  M<  \  liarmld  had 
urged  upon  the  Aldermen  to  keep  the 
case  out  of  court.  The  Alderman  in- 
quired why,  and  was  told:  "If  it  comes 
Into  court  my  professional  reputation 
will  not  be  worth  very  much.  I  drew 
the  contract  and  by-law  for  the  Sooke 
scheme." 

At  this  point  Alderman  Humber 
pointed  out  that  statements  such  as 
Alderman  Cuthbert  was  mulling  might 
prejudice  the  city's  case  against  the 
Westholme  Lumber  Company,  and 
urged  that  the  investigation  be  held  in 
private. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  declared  he  hud 
also  suggested  a  private  Inquiry,  but 
the  Mayor  would  not  have  it  if  his 
evidence  was  not  taken  now  in  public 
he  would  publish  it  in  the  form  of  an 
affidavit.  Continuing.  the  Alderman 
test  Hied  that  he  had  asked  Mr.  McDlar- 
mid  why  he  had  not  told  the  Mayor  of 
the  faulty  contract  with  the  Westholme 
Lumber  Company,  and  Mr.  McDlarmid 
replied  that  he  had  done  so,  whereupon, 
the  Alderman  had  stated  be  would  get 
that  tettar,  t  c,34r.  ^McJ3teinjld ' ' ■  '$!** 
then  urged  that  the  Council  should, 
having  put  the  Westholme  Lumber 
Company  off", the  work,  let  the  work  to 
Porter  Brothers,  stating  that  "We  have, 
had  a  meeting  at  the  Empress  Hotel 
and  have  decided  to  do  the  work 
$225,000  above  cost.  Cameron  will  step 
down  and  out.  He  asks  $100,000.  I 
don't  know  whether  we  can  satisfy 
Charlie  Spratt."

other  people.  Referring  to  an  aero- 
plane which  he  intend*  to  have  con- 
structed In  the  future.  Lieutenant  Nes- 
terow explained  that  he  had  abandoned 
the  idea  of  a  rudder  for  controlling -the 
direction  of  flight,  but  he  will  control 
his  machinery  by  means  of  wings  which 
Will  bend  After  the  manner  that  birds 
are  able  to  bend  their  tails.

Mr.  K.  M  Turner,  the  Inventor  of  the 
dictograph,  has  perfected  an  instru- 
ment by  which  air  pilots  may  communi- 
cate with  their  passengers,  and  vice 
versa,    while    flying    through    the    air. 

As  hia  Invention  is  not  yet  patented, 
he  has  not  given  any  details,  except 
thalt  it  Is  a  development  of  the 
diotogr«ph  ;  and,  so  far,  he  Is  satisfied 
with    the  progress   he  has  made. 

"I  thought  the  mutter  out  some  years 
ago,"  he  said,  "but  being  engaged  de- 
veloping the  dictograph  business,  I  had 
not  time  to  perfect  the  areophone,  aB  1 
call  it  at  present,  for  want  of  a  better 
name,    until    recently. 

"You  know  It  Is  practioally  Impos- 
sible for  a  pilot  to  speak  to  his  pas- 
sengers at  present,  owing  to  the  noise 
of  the  propellor,  but  the  aerophone 
removes  all    that.

"The  aerophone  should  also  be  of 
material  use  for  military  purposes.  An 
observer,  instead  of  waiting  till  he 
gets  down  to  write  his  report,  will  be 
able  to  keep  up  a  running  talk  on  all 
that  he  sees  Of  an..enemy's  movements 
and  -fortifications,  to  a  stenographer, 
and  when  he  lands,  will  have  his 
report  ready  typewritten  to  hand  to 
his  commanding  officer  without  any  de- 
lay. Thus  nothing  will  be  forgotten,  and 
a   great    deal    of    time    saved. 

•Wireless  communication  is,  of  course 
possible,  and  has  been  used  In  aeroplan- 
ing,  but  it  is  very  cumbersome.  While 
I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  the  Idea 
I  have  will  be  practicable,  the  advance 
we  have  made  In  flying  In  a  compar- 
atively short  time,  warrants  one  in 
anticipating  Its  success.  What  T  mean 
is  this.  You  know  that  10,  16  or  20 
miles  of  a  fine  wire  used  for  telephon- 
ing can  be  packed  into  a  very  small 
compass.  The  aeroplane  when  making 
observations  of  an  enemy,  seldom  trav- 
els farther  away  from  Its  base  than 
that.  Therefore,  by  taking  jup  this 
wire  It  could  be  uncoiled  during  the 
journey,  and  the  observer  could  keep 
up  a  continuous  talk  with  his  com- 
manding officer  by  means  of  the  aero- 
phone. 

"I  am  looking  ahead,  of  course,  but 
this    should    be    rendered    possible."

An  important  memorandum  on  agri- 
cultural development,  prepared  by  a 
number  of  Unionists  In  and  out  of 
Parliament,  was  published  In  London 
recently  In  the  form  of  a  pamphlet.  It 
Is  described  as  "an  attempt  to  formu- 
late a  definite  and  comprehensive  policy

phasis   on   the   vast   economic    possibil-

$nore  men;   advocates   the  extension    of

districts    where    wages    are    lowest— as 
proposed    by    the    Agricultural    Boards 
W**1-   ■"*   cn-operatlve   measures    for 


consHlerat Ions  which  render  such  a  re- 
vival Imperative,  the  memorandum 
states  that  Che  development  of  agricul- 
ture Is  one  of  the  best  methods  of  so- 
cial reform.  Low  wages  In  agriculture, 
conjoined  With  Other  causes,  keep  wage* 
down  all  round.  Further,  from  the  point 
of  view  of  defence,  a  panic  on  the  price 
of  foodstuffs  In  our  great  Industrial 
centres  might  nullify  the  best-laid  naval 
and  military  plans,  and  for  this  the  only 
effective  remedy  Is  to  Increase  the  pro- 
duction  of   home-grown    wheat. 

The  agricultural  problem  being  thus 
S  national  problem,  it  is  of  the  utmost 
importance,  the  authors  contend,  that 
the  Unionist  party  should  be  prepared 
with    a  complete   solution. 

Bural   Wages  Boards. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  most  prac- 
tical method  of  raising  wages  Is  by  the 
establishment  of  Agricultural  Wages 
Boards  as  proposed  by  the  Agricultural 
Employment  Boards  Bill,  a  proposal 
which,  says  the  memorandum,  is  in  no 
way  in  conflict  with  historic  Tory  doc- 
trines as  laid  down  at  the  time  of  the 
passing  of-  the  Factories'  Acts.  The 
necessity  for  offering  the  laborer  an 
opportunity,  of  acquiring  an  interest  in 
the  land,  and "  thereby  increasing  his 
earnings,  it  proceeds,  1b  of  equal  Im- 
portance with  a  direct  Increase  in  wages. 
Such  opporf unities  "will  create*  for  the 
laborer  a  future  on  the  land,  and  check 
the  tide  of  emigration.  For  this  pur- 
pose land  near  villages  must  be  made 
available  for  every  deserving  inhabi- 
tant. Every  cottage  should  have  at 
least  one  quarter  of  an  acre  of  garden, 
and  there  must  be  a  sufficient  simply 
of  land  for  allotments:  but  further,  and 
perhaps  most  Important  of  all,  a  suffi- 
cient amount  of  pasture  land  must  be 
set  aside  as  a .  common  cow  pasture. 

To  give  effect  to  this  proposal,  the 
Board   of  •  Agriculture    might    appoint   it 


representative  In  each  district,  assisted 
by  a  co-opted  committee,  to  consider 
the  needs  of  each  village  and  draw  up 
schemes.  To  meet  the  present  dearth 
of  rural  cottages,  annual  grants  should 
.bp  .made  .to  .locai  authorities^  as  provid- 
ed by  the  Unionist  Housing  Bill. 

As  an  integral  part  of  the  scheme  of 
rural'  regeneration,  "  the  memorandum 
aiates  that  there  .must  be  a  national 
system  of  training  colleges  sufficient 
to  train  effectively  all  would-be)  teach- 
ers; .  Elementary  education  in  town  and 
country'  'alike  should  be  "irat|l  ffflWrO 
practlcal,  and  the  manual  methofl  sttttuW 
be  adopted.  In  rural  districts  the 
necessary  continuation  Instruction  can 
be  best  given  In  centralized  continua- 
tion day  schools,  which  children  would 
attend  either  two  afternoons  or  two 
mornings  in  the  week. 

Instruction  for  the  adult  agricultur- 
ist must  also  be  developed  in  every 
direction,  and  demanstratlon  farms  could 
he  made  to  play  a  very  Important  part 
in  such  education. 

■The   Colony    Syrtenu ; 

in  regard  to  small  holdings,  the  mem- 
orandum notes  that  there  are  districts 
In  England  where  small  holdings  are 
economic,  and  asserts  that  these-  dis- 
tricts would  be  vastly  larger  if  the  con- 
ditions favorable  to  agriculture  gener- 
ally which  the  authors  advocate  were 
created..  ..-••■.;  f. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  authors  the  col- 
ony  system  is   the  only   one  by  which 


the  bona-flde  small  holding  ought  to 
be  developed.  It  is,  however,  essential 
to  the  success  of  the  colony  that  the 
necessary  Instruction  and  guidance 
should  be  provided  for  the  small  hold- 
ers. 

Again,  co-operation  must  play  an  in- 
creasingly important  part  as  the  work 
of  organising  the  agricultural  Industry 
proceeds.  This  Is  essential  In  the  caso 
of  small  holders,  tho  chances  of  suc- 
cessful co-operation  being  very  much 
greater  In  the  case  of  a  colony  than 
in  the  case  of  isolated  holdings.  Credit 
banks  should  be  established  as  the 
chief  and  first  practical  step  in  the  de- 
velopment   of    co-operation. 

Facilities  for  the  acquisition  of  land 
should  not,  It  is  contended,  be  con- 
fined to  small  holders.  The  principle 
of  Mr.  Jesse  rollings'  Bill  should  be 
adopted,  under  which  tho  State  is  em- 
powered to  advance  the  whole  of  the 
purchase  money,  such  advance  being  re- 
paid by  annual  instalments  of  principal 
and  interest.  Land  transfer  should  be 
facilitated  by  an  effective  method  of 
registration.  With  a  view  to  remov- 
ing the  unfair  pressure  of  local  taxa- 
\<$M»  which  falls  on  land,  the  incidence 
''SSI  *Jir^'w»V  'MWn(  taxation  must 
•Ise  be -adjusted. 

To  pM&  the  Board  j-of  Agriculture  on 
a  level  with  foreign  agricultural  de- 
partments, and  to  enable  it  to  discharge 
the  duties  arising  from  the  author's 
proposals,  will  require  an  Income  of 
about  £1,000,000,  and  it  is  suggested 
that  the  Development  Commission  ought 
either  to  be  abolished  or  a  portion  of  its 
funds  transferred  to  the  Board. 

Facilities  for  the  transport  of  agri- 
cultural produce,  adds  the  memorandum, 
must  he  improved,  and  the  differentia- 
tion against  home  produce  checked. 
At  th«  same  time  co-operation  in  the 
consignment  of  produce  at  home  stations 
aught   to  make   good  any   posslbls   less
